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1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in the original disclosure for 
using a sugarless syrup as the coating material. Correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's prior art admission (specification, pages 5-8 and Figures 1-3) in view of 
Singer et al. 

Applicant is referred to paragraph No. 3, Paper No. 031704. 

5. Claims 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's prior art admission in view of Singer et al as applied to claim 13 above, and 
further in view of Dumas et al (column 11, lines 52-56), Greenberg et al (column 3, lines 
20-30), Yatka et al(cols.1-2) or Richey et al (column 2, line 65 to column 3, line 10). 
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It would have been obvious to include gum arabic in the coating used in the 
primary reference process, as above modified, since it is well known to coat chewing 
gum cores with a sugar or sugarless coating including gum arabic, as evidenced by any 
of the tertiary references. Finding the optimum amount of gum arabic to be included in 
each coating layer of a multi-layer chewing gum coating would require nothing more 
than routine experimentation by one reasonably skilled in this art. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed September 7, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. A "first in— first out" coating procedure is clearly suggested by 
Singer et al (column 2, lines 43-47) wherein chewing gum pieces are coated as the reel 
is rotated thus enabling those pieces coated first to be removed first as other pieces are 
then being coated. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
